Limit Deliveries 
To Wheat Board 


In our last two issues, we printed 
an advertisement of the Canadian 
Wheat Board respecting the 5,000- 
bushel limit on deliveries to ‘the 
pone Every farmer and land-own- 
er should read these instructions 
carefully so that all risks of offending 
the Act will be avoided. 


It will be noted that every person 
who sells wheat to the Board in ex- 
cess of 5,000 bushels and in breach 
of the regulations set out in the ad- 
vertisement. is guilty of an offence 
and punishable on summary convic- 
tion by fine or imprisonment. It is 
the earnest hope of the Wheat Board 
that wide publication and understand- 
ing of these regulations will prevent 
any infringement of the law and that 
all producers will co-operate to this 
end. The Board will have inspectors 
checking deliveries at the elevators 
and farms to assist in administration 
of the Act. 


Any farmer or other person entitled 
under the Act to wheat grown on a 
farm who is in doubt regarding his po- 
sition is invited to write to the Board

ber or early November and provides 
,& continuous protective covering 
‘throughout ‘the winter, and /winter 
wheat is therefore subjected to less 
variation in winter tempetatures 
than is the case where there is|a@ thin 
covering of sncw, or where thé snow 
is removed by Chinook winds during 
the winter months. 

The production of spring wheat is 
of questionable economic importance 
in the grey wooded soil areas for the 
reason that these areas produce a 
spring wheat that has a lower protein 
content and lower baking strength 
than similar varieties produced in the 
open prairie areas. It therefore 
seems reasonable to assume that the 
farmers operating in the grey wooded 
soil areas might be well advised to 
produce coarse grains and high yield- 
ing varieties of winter wheat which 
can be used to udvantage for feed, or 
sold if the price warranted marketing | 
it as a cash crop. 

Tests conducted at the Dominion | 
Experimental Station, Lacombe, 


Kharkov is one of the best varieties 
to grow in Central Alberta. It is, 
reasonably hardy and produces a 
threshed grain of fair quality. Ex- 
perience teaches that winter wheat| 
will do best if it goes into the winter 
with a fair amount of top. It usually 
develops the right amount of growth 
if it is seeded between August 15 and 
September 1. 

Areas in fields of winter wheat 
which have been winter-killed can be 
thickened up by spring seed of early 
maturing varieties such as Garnet or 
Reward, which ripen nearly as early 
as winter wheat., This practice helps 
control weeds. However, when mar- 
keting this mixed crop one can only 
‘expect to get mixed grades.

As I am writing this column, the 
Prime Minister of Great Britain

Since the earliest times scurvy has 
frequently proved a scoyrge to ex- 
plorers, to sailors, armies and to the 
civil population in areas where fresh 
food could not be had. 

Scurvy is due to the diet being de. 
ficient in Vitamin C.. The victim of 
this affection feels tired, has pains in 
the joints; the gums swell and bleed. 
Later on the skin becomes ‘covered 
with petechiae which are small spots 
due to effusion of blood. Haemorr- 
hage follows and the person can no 
longer work. In the case of the ‘sol- 
dier he can no longer march. He is 
useless and an encumbrance. 

The use of fresh vegetables and 
fruits prevents and cures scurvy. 
James Cook, one of the immortal ex- 
plorers and sailors of Great Britain, 
was a pioneer among public health 
workers. He forced his crews at the 
rope’s end to drink soup made from 
wild vegetables. He set them a good 
example by his personal use of raw 
fruits, wild celery and other green 
stuff found in his extensive travels. 

Today the mother, zealous for the 
health of her baby, gives the infant 
orange and other fruit'juices for milk 
contains very little of Vitamin C. In 
consequence little is heard or seen of 
scurvy at the present time. It is one 
of the disappearing diseases.

mu.» FO GET RID OF THE BED BUG 


Most housewives hold him in horror, more from the social stigma 
of his presence than from fear of his bite. Still every experienced traveller 
will admit both the possibility of invasion of the most respectable house- 
holds and also that to some people a bed bug bite is more than a mere 
annoyance. : 

The most certain fumigant is hydrocyanic acid, which kills both adults 
and their eggs. It is extremely dangerous and should never be used except 
under direction of the health department. Sulphur fumes will kill the bugs 
but not the eggs. They tarnish metals and bleach anything that has been 
colored with a vegetable dye. But sulphur is not dangerous and used in 
conjunction with insect sprays of various kinds will usually free a house 
of the pests. 

A good spray is made of one part denatured alcohol and two parts 
of water, This will kill the bugs quickly and even the-eggs if they remain 
wet for an hour or more. This spray is not inflammable. 

Advantage may be taken-of the hot weather to free a house from 
bed bugs (and other insects) by heat. Insects are ‘very sensitive to high 
temperatures; you may have noticed how quickly any of them die in hot 
water. If by using the furnace and stoves: you can bring the temperature 
of the house to something between 120 degrees F. and 130 degrees F. and 
keep it there for two hours, you may he pretty sure that eggs as well as

Pneumonia and Pleurisy 


Counter irritants are agents which produce temporary irritation in 
another area than the infected part. They are seldom used any more, ye! 
they are worth a bit of study, because of the good they may do in an 
emergency. 

Counter-irritants in common use in the household may be named 
as,, pepper, mustard, turpentine, croton oil, and the like. We base the 
use of these things on our knowledge of infection and inflammation be- 
neath the surface. In very acute pneumonia, and “pleurisy” we have 
two deeper seated inflammations which are often benefited by counter- 
irritants—but always to be used in the early stages, mind you. 


A lobar pneumonia may be aborted, or the attack rendered much 
milder, by the judicious use of mustard-plasters applied vigorously 
when the lung is in the stage of “determination.” This means just 
after, or even during the initial chill. Later on in the disease, counter- 
irritants are wasted effort. I like turpentine, in just strength to redden 
—which may be used longer, because of the benefits of inhaling its 
vapor. But we must be sure the kidneys are sound, before we permit 
any contact of turpentine with the patient. 


In a chronic pleurisy, especially when recurrent—in aged person 
with hacking, dry cough, the chest over the pain’ may be just touche 
with a cotton-tipped toothpick, wet with croton oil; this old method is 
just as useful today as it was sixty years ago. I have a neighbor now,
